BROTHERHOOD PROMOTED BY RIGHTEOUSNESS 


This old world is so blighted, blasted, distorted, disgraced, 
confused, and cursed by people who are constantly doing 
WRONG that it is a sense of relief to think of and on 
RIGHTEOUSNESS—RIGHT-DOING! Just as truly as there 
are millions who, by their wicked ways, are displeasing 
God and disgracing the human race, there are also millions 
who are, by their RIGHTEOUS lives, pleasing God and 
blessing humanity. This verse is full support of this fact: 
“RIGHTEOUSNESS exalteth a nation, but SIN is a re- 
proach to any people.” 

This issue is dedicated to the purpose of promoting 
“brotherhood,” and is it not a fact that only righteous 
people are truly qualified for this “brotherhood,” as well 
as to promote it? Then let us consider the thought. 


RIGHTEOUSNESS 


RIGHTEOUS PEOPLE. Some say there are no RIGHT- 
EOUS people, and they quote Rom. 3:10, “There is none 
righteous, no not one.” But, my dear friend, we are to take 
God’s Word rightly divided. To do that we must never 
take some isolated verse alone, but harmonize it with the 
Bible as a whole. So let us see if God has placed RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS beyond and above our reach and achievement. 

1. “Whosoever doeth RIGHTEOUS is RIGHTEOUS,” 1 
John 3:7. RIGHTEOUSNESS, you remember, is a contrac- 
tion of the two words, RIGHT DOING. It is plain, there- 
fore, that John meant if we are RIGHT and do RIGHT 
we are RIGHTEOUS. If we are not right, right in the sight 
of God, “all our RIGHTEOUSNESSES are as filthy rags.” 
Paul supports this with these words, “Though I speak 
with the tongues of men and of angels, and have not 
charity, Iam become as sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 
And though I have the gift of prophecy, and understand 
all mysteries, and all knowledge; and though I have all 
faith, so that I could remove mountains, and have not 
charity, I am nothing. And though I bestow all my goods 
to feed the poor, and though I give my body to be 
burned, and have not charity, it profiteth me nothing.” 

How are we made RIGHTEOUS? Paul says, “He hath 
made him to be sin for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the RIGHTEOUSNESS of God in him.” 
Is this not a complete answer? Is this not every person, 
regardless of race? 

Jesus instructs us to “seek ye first the kingdom of God, 
and his RIGHTEOUSNESS; and ail these things shall be 
added unto you.” The more we receive of God’s RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS, the more clearly we can see God supplying 
our every temporal and spiritual need—and that daily. 
We are given to understand that when we “put on the new 
man, which after God is created in RIGHTEOUSNESS 
and true holiness,” our lives, as the RIGHTEOUS, are one 
in Christian fellowship. 

According to Cruden’s Concordance, there are 178 scrip- 
ture passages that speak of people as being RIGHTEOUS, 
and yet those who really qualify as RIGHTEOUS men 
and women are never boastful about it. I feel, however, 
that it is a fact, as the presence of RIGHTEOUS Lot kept 
fire from falling on Sodom while he was there, just so 
surely is it true that the presence of the, purportedly, 
500,000,000 Christians—RIGHTEOUS—are preventing God’s 
wrath being turned loose in an unheard-of manner upon 
this wicked world. So let us, brother ministers, preach in 
such a way that we shall always, like Noah, merit the 
acclaim—preachers of RIGHTEOUSNESS. In fact, God 
grant that all Christendom shall be faithfully engaged 
in RIGHTEOUS endeavors for God toward the saving of 
lost mankind, which is the inescapable duty of the Church 
of God, for did not Jesus say, “Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you: and, 
lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world”? 
Matt. 28:19, 20. Then, too, you remember that Paul had 
this to say: “That they should seek the Lord, if haply they 
might feel after him, and find him, though he be not far 
from every one of us: for in him we live, and move, and 
have our being; as certain also of your own ets have 
said, For we are also his offspring. Forasmuch then as we 
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are the offspring of God, we ought not to think that 
the Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven 
by art and man’s device. And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at; but now commandeth all men every 
where to repent: because he hath appointed a day, in 
which he will judge the world in righteousness by that 
man whom he hath ordained; whereof he hath given assur- 
} me unto all men, in that he hath raised him from the 
ead.” 

During this Brotherhood Week, it will be good to re- 
member the declaration of Simon Peter, who had just been 
converted from his rigid, nationalistic, self-opinionated 
philosophy: “Of a truth I perceive that God is no respecter 
of persons: But in every nation he that feareth him, and 
worketh righteousness, is accepted with him,” Acts 10:34, 35. 

In conclusion, may I state that although we are all 
members of the same human family by God’s creative work, 
yet through Adam’s transgression we forfeited our spiritual, 
relation, and we, by choice, belong to one of two families, 
God’s or the devil’s. “Brotherhood” in the first family starts 
at physical birth without choice, while “brotherhood” in 
our original family, God’s family, is only by the individual’s 
choice in having performed in his heart and life the new 
birth, which is only possible through faith in the atoning 
blood of Jesus Christ, God’s Son, through the operation 
of the Holy Spirit: “Except a man be born of water and 
of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God,” 
John 3:5. What is the result of the new birth? Glorious 
brotherhood in the same family, as is beautifully stated by 
the one-time race-prejudiced Simon Peter, “But ye are a 
chosen generation, a royal priesthood, a holy nation, a 
peculiar people; that ye should shew forth the praises of 
him who hath called you out of darkness into his marvel- 
lous light: which in time past were not a people, but are 
now the people of God.” 1 Peter 2:9, 10.

We talk about building bridges of 
brotherhood around the world in an- 
swer to the communist pretensions, 
and that’s a splendid vision. But 
brotherhood begins on a man-to-man 
basis at home and not a mass-to-mass 
basis across the oceans. Without that 
footing, it is idle talk and an empty 
vision. 

We can’t afford to blind ourselves to 
the disturbing and undermining racial 
and religious antagonisms in America. 
They will defeat our good intentions 
for a world brotherhood until we cast 
them out and live as brothers in our 
states, communities, and neighbor- 
hoods—not for a single week in any 
year, but day by day and year by year. 


“A Heart-Warming Tale”

You can talk until your tongue drops 
out about brotherhood and lov- 
ing your neighbor and how fine and 
noble it all is, but brotherhood in 
action, however simple its form, has 
the fine words beat five ways. To 
prove it, I’ll tell you a story you may 
have heard before, but if you have it 
ae a heart-warming tale to hear 
again. 

The scene is Detroit, Michigan. Two 
or three times every day a ragged 
line forms outside a nondescript red 
brick hall on the lower east side of the 
city. Not a man in line has a job, and 
most wouldn’t even know where their 
next meal was coming from if it 
weren’t for a group of businessmen 
who call themselves the Capuchin 
Charity Guild. 

You'll find Protestants, Jews, and 
Catholics in the guild, and the mem- 
bers have managed to keep a kitchen 
open for the needy throughout the 
past 14 years, whether there were 100 
or 1,500 hungry men. 

The group takes its name from the 
Capuchin Monastery located a few 
doors from the Guild Hall. During the 
depression, the monks began this task 
of feeding the hungry. But as it grew, 
a number of Catholic businessmen 
offered to help. Before long, Protes- 
tants and Jews wanted in on the work. 
There were about 200 in the original 
—- Today there are nearly a thou- 
Sand. 

In the early days they promoted a 
much-needed Guild Hall and a kitch- 
en. Then they suddenly had to have 
a basement and two cold storage 
rooms, because tons of food and sup- 
plies poured in from local dairies, 
grocery chains, and bakeries. Every- 
body wanted to help—brotherhood in 
action! See what I mean? 
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“Our Greatest Contribution”

In June, 1945, I saw our flag raised 
in Berlin as a symbol of victory over 
aggression. And three years later, in 
Berlin, I saw the vanquished, who had 
once again found the meaning of free- 
dom, come down together to watch our 
flag go up, and to remove their hats, 
and stand in solemn appreciation of 
the fact that each day the flag 
was still raised, freedom still remained 
in Berlin. 

We have adopted a great foreign 
policy, worthy of our people, to see 
that the advance of dictator-rule is 
stopped. But perhaps the final and de- 
ciding factor in this issue will be the 
real voice of America. It is often un- 
expressed, but it is nevertheless the 
free voice everywhere of a happy and 
contented people who have found that 
they can live with each other under a 
free government, and that friendship 
does not need to be destroyed by 
political differences, by racial differ- 
ences, by religious differences, or even 
by differences in financial status. 
That is the real voice of America. 

Of course, we still have intolerance 
in this country. We have not yet 
reached the goal we wanted, but the 
path has been a path of constant pro- 
gress. Given the will, and I am sure we 
have the will, we have the opportunity 
to continue this progress forward in 
tolerance and understanding, and to 
make this country of ours, where 
dignity of the individual stands high, 
a home of true tolerance, of faith in 
men and in understanding of each 
other. In doing that, we, the American 
people, will make our greatest contri- 
bution to the free world which is cer- 
tain some day to exist. 

“We Cannot Afford to Do Less”

There is widespread knowledge in 
the world of the imperfections of 
American democracy, of the anti-de- 
mocratic racial and religious attitudes 
which weaken our unity and sap our 
strength. We know that there are 
these imperfections. We talk about 
them; we face them frankly. Indeed, 
it is a part of our strength that, in 
the democratic framework of our 
society, we are entitled to point to 
our shortcomings. Yet, it is unfortun- 
ate that they are there. Our enemies, 
of course, exaggerate; we couldn’t 
expect them to do otherwise. But to 
our friends, and our friends are many, 
these imperfections are puzzling. 

It seems to me that our answer must 
be—and it is the only answer worthy 
of a democratic society—to exert every 
possible effort to eliminate un-demo- 
cratic practices and un-democratic at- 
titudes; to do all we can to close the 
gap between our professions of de- 
mocracy and our practice of it. 

This is the only way we can achieve 
our maximum national strength and 
unity and fully discharge our inter- 
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national responsibilities. In these criti- 
cal times, this we must do. We cannot 
afford to do less. 


“They Speak Nonsense”

ours is a white, protestant, Anglo-

This morning I found a little word 
of encouragement from the Lord in 
1 Samuel 30:6,7, “And David was 
greatly distressed; for the people 
spake of stoning him, because the 
soul of the people was grieved, every 
man for his sons and for his daugh- 
ters: but David encouraged himself 
in the Lord his God. And David said 
to Abiathar the priest, Ahimelech’s 
son, I pray thee, bring me hither the 
oomee. And Abiathar brought thither 
the ephod to David.” 

I think this story brings out a beau- 
tiful picture of the faithfulness of 
God to His servant in trouble. I’m so 
glad this morning that we have a 
God who hears and answers prayer. 
We have a God that we can depend 
on when we get into difficulty. I re- 
member years ago when I was but a 
young Christian I heard a lady, who 
had been in the Christian ministry 
for many years, say, “You know, I’ve 
been under an awful pressure. It 
seems as if the devil has tramped me 
down until I can’t rise above it. The 
only time I get any lift is when I go 
out and preach, and while I’m 
preaching, the burden lifts, and then 
it comes down again.” I looked at 
her and I said, “My, there must be 
something wrong with that lady. 
Surely, the Christian experience must 


‘be sunshine all the time.” I was still 


living on the thrill of my early con- 
version experience. But in the last 
five years of my missionary work in 
Africa, I found out what that lady 
was talking about. I found out that 
you can be pressed sometimes beyond 
measure. It seems as if we are liv- 
ing in days of tremendous pressure, 
when the enemy of Christianity, if 
he can, will rob us of our inheritance 
and our blessing in God. He is using, 
these days, the tool of discourage- 
ment to discourage many of God’s 
good workers along the Christian way. 
I thank God that He is faithful this 
morning, and He is able to bring us 
out more than conquerors. 

I notice, as I look into the Scrip- 
ture, that this discouraging tool was 
used very effectively in many cases. 
Here is David in a very difficult strait, 
where he has lost everything he ever 
had. His wives are gone; his family 
is gone; his children are gone; his 
cattle is gone; the home that he lived 
in is gone; and he has nothing left 
on his hands but a group of rebel 
soldiers who say they are — to 
stone him to death. Yet, in this hour 
of test and trial and difficulty, David 
looked beyond the smoking ruins of 
the little town of Ziklag, and looked 
up to his God, and encouraged him- 
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self in the Lord, his God. And he 
said, “Bring me hither the ephod. 
Let us see what God has to say about 
this matter.” 

I’m so glad this morning that in 
the midst of a world that is full of 
modernism and spiritual confusion 
and strife and darkness on every 
hand, we have a God who is greater 
than the darkness round about us. 
We have a God who can light the 
valley for us today, and we have a 
God who is going to bring us out to 
ultimate and glorious victory in His 
wonderful and matchless name. 

I used to wonder, when I was a bit 
younger in the way, how David got 
the courage, in the face of such un- 
surmountable difficulty, to look up 
and encourage himself in God. One 
day God very sweetly spoke to me 
and said, “Did you ever look at 
David’s background? Did you ever 
study David’s experiences with God?” 
I began to take stock of Brother 
David. I found out that his past ex- 
periences with God had more than 
convinced him that no matter how 
dark the night, no matter how dif- 
ficult the trouble, God was more than 
able to bring him out. 

In the very days of his youth you 
will recall that when he was but a 
shepherd boy, he met a lion, and: he 
met a bear, and on this occasion he 
could look back in his experience, and 
he could see the carcasses of the bear 
and the lion in the wilderness, that 
God had given into his hands be- 
cause he dared to trust in God. 

Again you remember that back 
there, on yonder hillside, was the 
body of old Goliath lying out. there 
as a testimony of the: triumphant 
faith of one man in the whole king- 
dom of Israel who dared to take up 
the challenge against the powers of 
the devil, and say, “There is a God 
who is able to re victory.” | to 
God! I’m glad this morning that 
David’s God still lives today. When 
that giant faced Saul’s army, there 
wasn’t a man from the king down to 
the smallest private in the army that 
dared to go out and face Goliath. But 
David, this little lad who came from 
the shepherd’s fields to visit his 
brothers, came with a heart full of 
faith in God, and he overcame all the 
obstacles that his brethren and the 
king faced. He said, “Who is this man 
that dares to blaspheme the name 
of God, that dares to challenge the 
people of God? Who is he? God gave 
the lion and the bear into my hands, 
God will give Goliath into my hands, 
and we shall have victorv todav.” 
Glory be to God, I’m glad that God 
didn’t fail him. David went out with 
just a little shepherd’s sling. He didn’t 

ave a sword. He didn’t have a spear. 
He didn’t have any implement of 
warfare, but he had God. 

Friends, you and I with God are a 
majority against any odds. Praise be 


to our God this morning! He went 
out and took five small stones from 
the river bed and went out to meet 
Goliath. Goliath said, “I'll give you 
to the birds of the air.” David said, 
“No you won’t. You come to me with 
swords and staves and spears, and I 
come to you in the name of the Lord 
of hosts, and He is going to deliver 
you into my hands.” Someone said 
David took five stones. What for? One 
commentator declares that Goliath 
had four other brothers as big as 
himself, and little David had enough 
faith to believe that if ~~ ge! e 
would kill the whole five of them. 
Well, let that be as it may, our God 
is bigger than any giant. David went, 
forth with his sling and his God, and 
he conquered. 

I think many of us have many old 
dead Goliaths back there in our ex- 
periences. When we get in a tight 
corner, we can look ck and say, 
“God, when we met that old fellow on 
the battlefield You brought us out. 
Now, Lord, it looks dark. It looks dif- 
ficult. But God, You can bring me 
out this morning.” 

There is another thought I should 
like to bring you as to why David 
could .encourage himself. David had 
a love covenant with the son of the 
king. Immediately after his experi- 
ence with Goliath, the record tells us 
that Jonathan loved David as his own 
soul. One day they were together, and 
Jonathan said, “David, I love you.” I 
fancy that Jonathan told David that 
he expected he was going to be king 
in his place—Jonathan, the heir ap- 
parent to the throne. Jonathan said, 
“As a token of my love, I give you my 
royal robe. I give you my royal gar- 
ment. I give you my spear. I give you 
my bow and arrow. I give you every- 
—s I possess that designates roy- 
alty.” 

My friends, isn’t that very sugges- 
tive language this morning? We have 
a love covenant with the Son of God. 
Hallelujah! Because of our love cov- 
enant with the Son of God, we, as 
His people, have every right to be- 
lieve our Saviour is going to take us 
through the dark hours of this evil 
day and bring us out more than con- 
querors through Him that loved us 
and gave Himself for us. Praise the 
Lord! I get a thrill when I think of 
the covenant I have with the Son of 
God. When I think of what Jesus has 
done for me, and when I think of 
what He is doing for me, I claim 
victory through His blood. I can en- 
courage myself this morning because 
I know that God is going to stand for 
me and with me. 

Again, away back there, ten years 
previous to this experience, one day 
David was on the hillside watching 
his sheep. A servant boy came run- 
ning out and said, “David, come 
quickly.” “Yes,” he said, “what do you 
want?” “Oh, the preacher has come 
to our place for dinner and is offer- 
ing a sacrifice. Will you please come 
down? He wants to see you quickly.” 
That day David wasn’t important 
enough to be invited to dinner when 
the preacher came to town. But God 
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I feel impressed to say something 
about this all-important subject of 
loyalty. Not because there is no loyal- 
ty in our state, but for the reason 
that we need more of its practice for 
1951 than ever before. 

Paul says in 1 Cor. 3:9, “We are la- 
borers together with God.” That means 
the pastor, evangelist and members 
are working together for the same 
purpose with God. Loyalty is our 
pledge of allegiance in action. We 
promised God what we would do when 
He saved us, and as we fulfill those 
promises, that is loyalty. 

The pastor’s duty is to feed the flock, 
Acts 20:28. The pastor must know 
where to get his food for this special 
group of people that the Lord has 
chosen. He can’t find this special 
brand of foodstuff in the corn field 
or grocery store or on the street corn- 
er; so, to be loyal to his charge, he 
must get it from the Word of God. 
Paul tells us how to get it in 2 Tim. 
2:15, “Study t@ show thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed.” Praise God for 
that good information. If we study 
and know what to say and when to 
say something, then we are not 
ashamed of our work. The reason so 
many of our preachers get ashamed 
of their work and want to leave is be- 
cause they have not been loyal to their 
charge. I do believe if all of our pas- 
tors would be loyal in every respect, 
our members would do likewise. Don’t 
say hard things to your members if 
they have come short in_.some things, 
unless you have been loyal in that 
thing yourself. Why? Because God in 
Heaven knows all about you. We must 
preach the Word. Paul tells us in 2 
Tim. 4:2 to preach the Word when 
they like it, and also if they don’t like 
it. Yousmust not compromise on this 
important command from our Brother 
Paul just because you know there is 
someone in your congregation that 
does not believe in certain parts of 
the Bible. You will be counted a loyal 
soldier if you comply with this along 
with all the other sacred charges to 


the minister—and then, practice what 


you preach. Amen.

Also, I want the church 
to feel their responsibility to the pas- 
tor for his support if he is the type 
of pastor that Paul speaks of in 1 Tim. 
5:17; that takes good care of his 
church, which means for him to put 
his church first. I don’t think the

Church of God should be a sideline 
job for anyone. I realize some of our 
churches are too small in membership 
to support a pastor, but let that pas- 
tor work at something else with this 
in mind, that I am working at this 
other job to help make this church 
a better church, so I can give all my 
time to the church. If you have your 
personal interest in mind so as to get 
ahead in your finances, you are not 
loyal to your calling. So many pastors 
don’t want to suffer or want for any- 
thing. I want the church to realize 
that it is their duty to support the 
pastor in tithes, and if there is not 
enough tithes, then give in offerings. 

I notice some reports from the 
churches with several members, no 
tithes paid at all. These pastors need to 
let them know they cannot live on air. 
Some say the preacher should not 
mention tithes. I wonder if the car-

him for his labor. If you do not 
help to support your pastor, you are 
not loyal to your allegiance as you 
promised you would be when you came 
into the church. You promised the 
preacher that you would comply with 
the teachings of the Church of God, 
and that is one of the teachings; that 
each working member pay tithes into 
the treasury, not to the preacher, but 
into the church treasury, then the pas- 
tor gets his support from this fund. 

Also, hold your pastor up in prayer 
and boost him before the public. If 
he can’t preach as good as you would 
like for him to, don’t criticize him to 
some other member; that won’t make 
him any better. Talk to God about him, 
and if God sees that you need some 
better preaching, I believe He will 
help your pastor preach better. 

A loyal ministry and a loyal mem- 
bership will make a successful year 
for the State of Mississippi. In closing, 
one command that I want all of us to 
be loyal in is Acts 1:8, “And ye shall 
receive power after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you.” For what 
purpose was this power? He said to be 
a witness for Him in the utmost parts 
of the earth. Mr. Webster says the 
word utmost means the fartherest 
point, most distant, extreme; so from 
the place the statement was made, it 
would take in the whole world, and 
that would mean Mississippi. I feel 
that if we are loyal in every respect 
we must let our neighbors know about 
this wonderful experience and the 
Church of God. There are towns and 
cities in Mississippi that know nothing 
about the Church of God. I plan, by 
the help of God, and the district pas- 
tors, to see that the Church of God 
is better known in 1951 than in the 
past. To do this as we have planned, 
it will take money; so I appeal to our 
district pastors to do all you can to 
raise more mission money for your 
district conventions as one-half of this 
remains on your district for evange- 
listic purposes. That will enable us to 


get evangelistic parties in the towns : 


on your district. Our slogan is, “A 
church in every town in Mississippi.”

The Church of God on Hinshaw

She then, at the prompt- 
ing of Rev. Mr. Sullivan, spoke the 
words ‘Thank you, Jesus, for healing 
me now.’ 

“People have been healed of such 
diseases as cancer, blindness, deaf- 
ness, sugar diabetes, paralysis, asthma, 
heart trouble, tumor, T. B., and most 
any other disease you might think of, 
through the ministry and prayers of 
this man of God.” 

The pastor, Rev. Roy Ray, today 


made the following comment relative 
to the campaign: 

“Many are testifying of receiving 
complete healing. Mr. Owens of North 
Wilkesboro, a ne ge for 25 years,

OHIO CAMP MEETING, JULY 2-8

The above picture is of the taber- 
nacle which will house the great Ohio 
camp meeting, July 2-8, inclusive. 

The tabernacle comfortably seats 
2,000 people. Here we have a sanctu- 
ary which is very beautiful, built of 
permastone and steel construction. 
The interior is impressively designed 
in Gothic church style, finished in 
knotty pine, with pulpit, altar, and 
public address system, which makes 
it possible for everyone to hear, even 
in the large committee room. 

This tabernacle is also equipped 
with a screen and two Bell and Howe 
projecter machines, so that pictures 
can be shown of our mission and or- 
phanage work, as well as of our Bible 
Training School and College. 

This campground is located on Route 
364, just out of the city of St. Marys, 
and is bordered by a beautiful lake on 
one side, as well as several canals 
around the camp. No better place could 
be selected for a real vacation and a 
time of worship than at the Ohio camp 
meeting, July 2-8. 

TABERNACLE 
The tabernacle seats 2,000 people, 
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but it has eight classrooms. Four of 
the rooms seat 100 each, and the other 
four seat 50 each. It also provides a 
place as a lounge for mothers with 
their children. In each of these class- 
rooms you will find a fine loud-speaker. 
The public Address System is second 
to none, and provides beautiful chimes 
for the early morning and evening 
services.

Going Forward for Christ

“And this man went up out of his 
city yearly to worship and to sacrifice 
unto the Lord of hosts in Shiloh.” 1 
Samuel 1:3. 

The world today in all of its trouble 
and wars, still tries to say to each 
other Happy New Year. Many make 
’ resolutions, more just for custom, 
never intending to keep them. Others 
try and do keep their resolutions, but 
in most cases there is never any vow 
or resolutions made for the soul or 
the betterment of it. 

Let us pause one moment and study 
the meaning of the word “resolution.” 
The dictionary defines it as “a fixed 
determination.” So then with that 
in mind, we see the importance 
of a fixed determination in our 
course of spiritual life. 

There, my friends, lies the secret of 
our success in this hour.

Let us not forget too quickly Hannah 
and her plight. We know how God 
heard her prayer and gave her the 
man child called Samuel. 

Now going back to our main 
thought, the man Elkanah and all his 
household went together. Can we say 
that of our families or can we as a 
church going people say we will start 
the year right together? Yes, I know 
fully well that someone will say that 
the time we are speaking about was 
back under the law. Yes, that is true. 
Then go with me to Paul’s writing, 
(Rom, 12:1) “I beseech you therefore 
brethren by the mercies of God that 


ye present your bodies a living sacri- - 


fice, holy, acceptable unto God which 
is your reasonable service. 
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Paul, tell us more about what you 
meant. The writer would like to say 
here that we have nothing io hide, 
nothing to cover up; neither did our 
beloved Brother Paul. His thought was, 
Rom. 12:2, “And be not conformed 
to this world, but be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mind, that 
ye may prove what is that good and 
acceptable and perfect will of God.”

By putting God’s part 
first, then let Him help us with the 
rest. Jesus never fails. 

4. We will forsake the sins of this 
world. How? Abstain from the very 
appearance of evil. 

5. Love one another spiritually. 
HOW? By looking for the good in all 
instead of hunting for the bad. 

6. Obeying those that have the 
rule over us in the Lord. HOW? By 
working together, ready to do the job, 
big or small, for God and His cause. 

7. Seeing that the program of the 
state goes over the top. How? Seeking 
out the part we can do and work or 
supply the need. 

8. Stop all gossiping and fault- 
finding. HOW? The Bible says to mark 
the talebearer, shun the very ap- 
pearance of evil. Stop up your ears 
to this type of conversation and God 
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I 
will open up your understanding to * ie 


the right thing. 

9. Seeking more power. HOW? Je- 
sus tells us in Acts 1:8, “But ye shall 
receive power after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem and in all Judea and in Sa- 
maria and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth.” 

10. Win souls this year for Christ 
and bring in another member to the 
Church of God. HOW? Jesus said, “If 
I be lifted up from the earth, I will 
draw all men unto me.” About mem- 
bership—boost our church, let the 
other people see what a joy it is to 
belong. I can say truthfully, I am 
glad to be a member of the Church 
of God. 

Since the fall of Adam, man has 
tried to make resolutions, either for 
his gain or the gain of others. Many 
times we see they were destructive, 
sometimes detrimental, to whole na- 
tions, families, even churches. These 
are made many times by impulses. 
We can have a mind to work for God 
in the church and be a blessing to 
all we come in contact with. 

I believe if we will only stop and 
look at the world today as a whole, we 
will see the coming of Christ is 
near at hand. Now look again and 
you will see the darkness that is en- 
gulfing the world today—hatred, mal- 
ice, envy, strife and lying among 
nations, statesmen, and in the home;

People 
taking a life seems to be just a pass- 
ing thought with their never caring 
about the outcome.

The Bible 
says, Luke 12:4,5, “And I say unto 
you, my friends, Be not afraid of them 
that kill the body, and after that 
have no more that they can do. But 
I will forewarn you whom ye shall 
fear: Fear him which after he hath 
killed hath power to cast into hell; 
yea, I say unto you, Fear him.” Keep 
always in mind the sacrifices and 
vows that Elkanah made before the 
Lord. If we as Church of God folks 
and those that worship with us, will 
make in this hour a concrete fixed 
determination to serve God and his 
cause, even to the laying down of our 
lives, so to speak, we find He will 
never leave us, whose mind is stayed 
on Him. 

Elkanah didn’t let the people who 
would not love God stop him; the 
criticism of the world did not stop 
him, and even his wives went with 
him. 

Now to help them about you and 
yourself we must and can live this 
thing each day of the year. Make 
resolutions today that will help you 
to help someone else along this Chris- 
tian way. Saints of God, speaking 
right from the bottom of my heart, 
let us do all we can to live more and 
do more for God in 1951 than ever be- 
fore.

You are always going for- 
ward; when you stop you begin to go 
back. 

Now ask yourself, did I win any one 
to God in 1950?

Did I show the joy 
of giving in the offerings or paying 
tithes, or did I discourage those that 
would have done these things? Was I 
able to have faith in God to where 
I could pray for healing for myself 
or others?

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Our Need of Unity

It has been well said that “in unity 
there is strength,” but men often un- 
derestimate this power of unity. The 
word “unity” means “singleness” or 
“the state of being one.” 

Most of us in our childhood heard 
the story of the father who taught his 
sons the necessity of unity by having 
them attempt to break a bunch of 
twigs in two. As long as the boys tried 
to break the entire bundle at once, 
they found it impossible; but when 
finally one of them thought to take 
the bundle apart, he was able to break 
one twig at a time very easily. The 
father’s lesson. in this was that the 
sons should stick together, making it 
impossible for any outside influence 
ever to break them. Our country recog- 
nizes the need of national solidarity 
in its slogan “United we stand, divided 
we fall.” God Himself gave testimony 
to the strength of unity when He ob- 
served the building of the tower of 
Babel, and said, “Behold the people 
is one ... and now nothing will be 
restrained from them, which they have 
imagined to do” (Genesis 11:6). God 
knew that as long as the builders were 
unified they would be able to put over 
their project, even though it was con- 
trary to His will. You will recall His 
method of halting the building of the 
tower was to disrupt their unity by 
giving them each a separate language. 

If unity and cooperation succeed 
in evil purposes, how much more will 
they achieve righteous goals. When the 
120 disciples achieved the proper rap- 
port, they were filled with the Holy 
Ghost. Luke described the complete- 
ness of their unity thus, “They were 
all with one accord in one place.” 
The success of the apostolic church 
was due to its fellowship and unity. 
Luke, no doubt, recognized the neces- 
sity of unity and fellowship, for eleven 
times in the book of Acts he used the 
expression “with one accord” (Acts 
i:ia;> S:i: Bae: 4:28: Gsie: F350; 
8:6; 12:20; 15:25; 18:12; and 19:29). 

Today, more than ever, the church 
is in need of real unity and fellowship 
within its ranks. Understanding of 
others does not come easily, but if 
true Christianity is to pervade it must 
somehow come. Even the apostles of 
the Lord found it difficult at times 
to maintain unity. There were times 
when they were diametrically op- 
posed to each other, but in the end 
true love and consideration for each 
other won out in their lives. Christ 
recognized the essentiality of Chris- 
tian unity when He prayed to God in 
John 17:22, “And the glory which thou 
gavest me I have given them; that 
they may be one, even as we are one.” 
Paul recognized the danger of division 
and disunity among Christians when 
he wrote, in Galatians 5:15, “But if 
ye bite and devour one another, take 
heed that ye be not consumed one 
of another.” 

This is no time for Christians to be 
divided, confused, and at war among 
themselves. This is no time for us to 
allow petty differences to keep us 
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apart when we are agreed on the es- 
sentials of Christ. This is no time for 
us to seek points of difference and 
magnify them. We must be big enough 
and Christian enough to realize that 
never, while time remains, will every- 
one see eye to eye with us. Ecclesiolatry 
can become as bad as idolatry. We 
should and must love our church and 
adhere to its principles and doctrines, 
but this does not mean that we can- 
not cooperate with those of other de- 
nominations. Cooperation is not the 
same thing as compromise by any 
means. The world needs to know; 
communism needs to know; and Ro- 
manism needs to know that Christian 
people are united in their faith in 
Christ, in their resistance to evil, and 
in their preaching of the kingdom. I 
realize it is a gratifying thing to know 
that others are in the same persuasion 
as ourselves, but we must unite our 
efforts in the beliefs we do share, and 
we must cooperate in every way pos- 
sible, so the enemies of God may know 
that Christianity has a solid front. 
To shut our eyes to the need, or to 
isolate ourselves from other Chris- 
tians, is a solution to absolutely noth- 
ing. Bigotry and prejudice can be tol- 
erated in times less perilous than 
these, but now such attitudes are 


dangerous, indeed. To win men we 
must go among men, know men, and 
love men. Therefore, the church is in 
great need of fellowship—fellowship 
in fact as well as in word. 


There is need of real understanding 
among nations and among men to- 
day to hurl back the merciless assaults 
of communism. If democratic countries 
are to survive, they must somehow 
achieve true brotherhood, abolish pre- 
judice, break down its caste barriers, 
and unify their people. Regardless of 
their color, their language, and their 
peculiar credos, Christian democratic 
nations have in their religion the 
greatest unifying force on earth—faith 
in Jesus Christ. 


Hitler’s stratagem was “divide and 
conquer.” It is needless to say that 
communism is following this Hitlerian 
method with much greater success 
than Hitler himself realized in it. 
Christian democracies can no longer 
survive, if men are banned from their 
brotherhood because their skin is black 
or their tongue is foreign. “United we 
stand, divided we fall.” Never has 
this been truer than it is today. 
America, with all the Western Hem- 
isphere, the British Isles, France, 
Belgium, Holland, Australia, and all 
the others, must have brotherhood and 
cooperation and solidarity if they are 
not to perish. Before America can find 
international brotherhood, she must 
first find brotherhood for all her own 
children who live within her borders. 
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Are the Fires of Hell Real?

Hundreds and thousands of people 
are taking time to thi::: this matter 
over in life, and when people stop 
and think seriously about eternity, 
the thing that always confronts them 
is hell. I am convinced that too many 
people are letting others think for 
them on this all-important subject. 
I am unwilling to take any man’s 
word for it. God took time to inspire 
men to write on this subject, who 
have given us all the truth we need 
to shun the fires of hell. Hundreds of 
people seem to be striving in life to 
explain away the thoughts of hell; 
but did you know that truth will not 
vanish by denying it? It is quite in- 
teresting to note the false religions 
which have endeavored to explain 
away this great truth. They deny 
its existence; but after these plain 
truths have been denied, hell still 
exists. The Bible terms for hell, name- 
ly are these: Sheol—is an Old Tes- 
tament doctrine that is used some 
thirteen times as the grave and one 
time as a pit. Hades—this is a Greek 
word from the New Testament, used 
some ten times in the same sense as 
Sheol; however, it is used once in the 
statement concerning the rich man. 
In this place it is used as a place of 
suffering or punishment. Tartarus— 
is a New Testament word which can 
be translated as a place of confine- 
ment. Gehenna—is used in the New 
Testament as a place of final pun- 
ishment. The word “Gehenna” was 
taken from the name of the valley 
Hinnon, a place outside of Jerusalem, 
where there was a continuous purn- 
ing of the refuse. One could see the 
smoke rising from the valley at any 
hour of the day. It was once a place 
of idolatrous worship. There human 
sacrifice has been offered to the gods 
of Moloch by the Ammonites. They tell 
us this place today is horrible to the 
Jews, because Christ used it in His 
day to illustrate hell. The Bible de- 
scription of those who will receive 
future punishment, Rev. 22:11, “He 
that is unjust, let him be unjust ’ still.” 
To me, these words sound very sim- 
ilar to the words of the apostle Paul 
in Gal. 6:7, “Whatsoever a man sow- 
eth, that shall he also reap.” 

All about us today we can see peo- 
ple who are growing more wicked, 
more lustful, filthier, etc. Death 
is not only a separator of the soul 
from the body, but also a separator 
of the good from the bad. There will 
be only two places for people to go 
when this life is over; that is, heaven 
or hell. In Matthew 17:23, we hear 
these words, “Depart from me, I nev- 
er knew you.” To depart from God 
means a positive punishment. In 2 
Thess. 1:7-9, we hear Paul say, “And 
to you who are troubled, rest with 
us, when the Lord Jesus shall be re- 
vealed from heaven with his mighty 


angels, in flaming fire, taking ven-_ 


geance on them that know not God 
and that obey not the gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who shall be pun- 
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ished with everlasting destruction 
from the presence of the Lord, and 
from the glory of His power.” 

The Fires of Hell.— I shall endeavor 
to give you the statements that Jesus 
gave on the fires of hell. Luke 16:24, 
“And he cried and said, Father Abra- 
ham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus that he may dip the tip of 
his finger in water and cool my 
tongue, for I am tormented in this 
flame.” Matthew 25:41, “Then shall 
he say also unto them on the left 
hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, in- 
to everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels.” Mark 9:43, “If 
thy hand offend thee, cut it off: it is 
better for you to enter into life 
maimed, than having two hands to 
go into hell, into the fire that shall 
never be quenched.” Matthew 5:22, 
“Whosoever shall say, thou fool (base- 
less wretch), shall be in danger of 
hell fire.” Matthew 13:42, “And shall 
be cast into the furnace of fire.” 

You may study these statements or 
pass them by; you may laugh at them 
or view them with tears; but there 
they are. You may lightly say that 
such preaching belongs to an age a 
hundred years ago, and that the min- 
ister is old-fashioned who uses: such 
sermon material today. It is well to 
note that they are words of nineteen 
hundred and fifty years ago. Today, 
they still face us. To pass them by is 
like saying that you know more about 
the future life than Christ. 

Here are the theories of some about 
hell: That after death you have to 
realize that all opportunity is gone. 
Someone has said that the fires of 
hell might be like this: that in death 
we look back and realize we once had 
an opportunity to accept salvation 
but passed it by; and then realize 
that never will that opportunity 
present itself again. Some say that 
will be the fires of hell. But I am 
persuaded to believe that no mortal 
tongue can explain to us the serious- 
ness of the fires of hell. My only 
comment is that I sincerely believe 
there will be severe punishment wait- 
ing those who refuse God. Truth will 
not vanish by denying it. 

Eternal Punishment.—I do not ac- 
cept the doctrine of eternal punish-

ment because I delight in it. I would 
cast in doubts if I could, till I had 
filled hell up to the brim. I would 
destroy all faith in it. But that would 
do me no good; I could not destroy 
the thing .. . I cannot alter the stern 
fact. The exposition of future pun- 
ishment in God’s Word is not to be 
regarded as a threat, but as a merci- 
ful declaration. If, in the ocean of 
life, over which we are bound to 
eternity, there are these rocks and 
shoals, it is no cruelty to chart them 
down; it is an eminent and proper 
mercy.—Henry Ward Beecher. 

Punishment for Sin.—Some think it 
wrong to urge people to be good as a 
means of avoiding the consequences 
of evil. To be sure, the highest mo- 
tive for Christian living is love and 
gratitude. Yet, God had to punish 
His wayward children to get them to 
do right. Many times He warned them 
what they must suffer if they for- 
sook righteousness. Jesus had much 
to say about the woes and troubles to 
be visited upon those who spurn God’s 
love and reject Him. Yet, it is con- 
sidered old-fashioned and obsolete to 
preach hell-fire and damnation in 
these times. It may be that Jonathan 
Edwards wasn’t such an old fogy, 
after all, when he preached his fa- 
mous sermon “Sinners in the Hands 
of an Angry God.”

There were 36 
saved, 25 sanctified, 16 filled with the 
Holy Ghost, 10 baptized in water, and 
20 grown people added to the church. 
There was wave after wave of God’s 
mighty power, message after message 
given, and also the interpretation, and 
people filled the altar every night and 
prayed in the old time way. We have 
had 22 additions to the church here 
since September 5, 1950. We are hap- 
py in our new work here in Trafford. 
The people have a vision to move for

and feel under moral compulsion to 
keep the peace. We have definitely 
outlived the day when every person 
outside of our own family, band or 
horde, was a stranger, and every 
stranger an enemy. We have not yet 
outlived the fear that nations must be 
strangers one to another and, there- 
fore, potential enemies. But consider- 
ing how little time has elapsed since 
we achieved the first advance, I see 

no need for discouragement. 

It is true that we should keep our 
eyes toward the future, and our feet 
on the upward road. It is good that we 
should lend sharpness to our vision 
and strength to our stride by contrast- 
ing the realities of the present with 
the potentialities of the future. Con- 
stant reiteration of the need for im- 
provement, and demonstration that 
there is room for it, supply fuel and 
spark to overcome the natural inertia 
of the human machine. But it is ‘also 
good to glance backward from time 
to time for assurance that progress has 
been made. Universal brotherhood of 
mankind may not be achievec_ for 
some time to come, but we have 
climbed high enough in our quest of 
that goal to gain inspiration from the 
—— canyon out of which we have 
risen. 

The annual observance of a Broth- 
erhood Week will periodically remind 
us of these facts, and I hope stimu- 
late all of us, particularly those who 
are in positions of leadership, to take 
inventory of their thought patterns 
and philosophical furniture. There are 
so many dark shelves and tortuous 
aisles in the mind that accumulated 
stocks often become contaminated by 
prejudice without our noticing it. They 
should be taken out for airing, in- 
spected, and either thrown away or 
dusted off, at least once a year. 

It is most appropriate that Brother- 
hood Week should be sponsored by the 


National Conference of Christians and 
Jews, for it is fundamental to under- 
standing and friendliness between na- 
tions and races that there be under- 
standing and friendliness between re- 
ligious groups. A man’s religion is his 
source of highest authority for beliefs 
and actions. If there is conflict or lack 
of tolerance between authorities, there 
will be conflict and lack of tolerance 
among men.
